1. The Court hereby issues a Temporary Restraining Order enjoining the Rhode Island 
Department of Business Regulations (“DBR”) from issuing a decision on the Change 
in Control Application of Greenleaf Compassionate Care Center, Inc, d/b/a Greenleaf 
Compassion Center, Rhode Island nonprofit corporation. The Temporary Restraining 
Order does not prohibit DBR from reviewing the application or taking any action 







other than the issuance of a final decision on the application, until further order of this 


Court; 

2. This Court further issues a Temporary Restraining Order tolling the cure period set 
forth in Section 4.2 of the Alternative Dosage Agreement, (Exhibit C to the Petition 
of Petition for Demand of Arbitration) effective August 22, 2019. Such tolling of the 


cure period shall continue until further order of this Court; 


3. This matter is continued to September 3, 2019 at 3:00PM for a status conference only.
